Four candidates were nominat- 
ed for the two seats.» When the bal- 
lots were counted it was found that 
first preferences had been recorded 
as follows: Fisher,.959; Hobson, 366; 
Williams, 366; Conway, 303—a total 
of 1,994, 

With a total vote-polled of 1,994, 
and with two candidates to be elect- 
ed, the necessary -quoéta to sécure 
election would be arrived at by divid- 
ing 1,994 by thtee and adding one. 
This gives’ -a quota of 665. Mr. 
. Fisher, having: polled 959:.votes; was 
declared elected,, and. his, surplus: of 
votes over 665,, namely, 294, was then 
distributed -according to the second | 
. Preferences indicated. thercon,, More 
tlian half, 162, fell to Conway, .88: to 
Hobson and 44 to: Williams. The 
position of the candidates at the con- 
clusion of the transfer was:, Fisher, 
665 (elected); Conway, 465; Hobson, 
454; Williams, 410,° 50% 

While one candidate: was elected, 
not one of the®other three-had ob- 
tained a° quota, The “lowest on the! 
poll, Williams, with 410 votes, was 
«otesordiny eclared defeated, and his 
° votes, transferred... j 
fell to Conway, thus bringing his to- 
tal above the quota, and he was ac- 
cordingly elected. Thus under P.R., 
a man who was at the foot of the 
poll on the first count was actually 
elected because he was e strong. fav- 
orite as a second choice candidate. 

An election unter the Proportional 
Representation system which has at- 
tracted widespread attention was the 
municipal election in Sligo, Ireland, 
whereby the first town’ council in the 
United Kingdom to be chosen by the 
new method; was selected.

a high order.. The corporation, how: 
ever, labored under difficulties, -Its 
powers of assessment. and taxation 
were limited. , It inherited & consid- 
erable debt. Burdens imposed by the 
council. continued to increase. Even- 
tually the crash came. ‘The ¢orpot- 
ation ‘was . bankrupt. .-The stre¢ts 
were, for a time, neither repaired nor 


swept and the street lights were not 
lit. “As a) result, there sprang inbe*tX- 


ciation, in which many members of 


the hitherto unrepresented minority 
took a prominent part.’ The rate- 
payers challenged the action-of the 
council in striking a rate in excess of 
its.powers. Finally, a new municipal 
charter was passed, giving the. cor- 
poration unlimited powers of assess- 
ment and taxation, but providing for 
an early election under the propor- 
tional system. The result, indicated 
above, shows. that the ratepayers 


through their association ‘candidates 
have now obtained fair and ‘propor- 
tionate representation on the council.

- |Alberto Santos Dumont First. Pilot 


to Fly an Aeroplane 

To many readers the name Alberto 
Santos Dumont will be unfamiliar, 
and yet it is the name, of one of the 
most successful pioneers in aviation. 
He js a native of Brazil, and has been 
president of the Aeronautic Federa- 
tion of. the Western Hemisphere, He 
is now visiting North America for 
the purpose of studying the improve- 
ments made in aviation. since he 
showed the world how to fly.. He was 
the first pilot of a dirigible balloon, 
and tfe first to fly an airplane. ‘His 
interest in balloons developed at an 
early age, and in 1901 he had perfect- 
ed a dirigible with which he won at 
Paris the prize of $50,000. He was 
made a-chevalier in the French Le- 
gion of Honor in 1904 and received 
the officers’ cross in 1909, : 
“Flying,” said ‘Senor: Dumont in a 
recently given interview, “is a young

The presence of his troops in suffi- 
cient 6trength to take possession of 
Konie, a city of 45,000 inhabitants 
and one of the most important ad- 
ministrative centres of Asia Minor, 
had not hitherto been reported in that 
section. Possession of this city is of 
great strategic importance, since it is 
the sailhead of the railroads heading 
from Constantinople and = from 
Smyrna, ° ;

This was naturally accepted as a 
proclamation of the Premier’s view 
that the country. won a victory over 
the strikers, 

J. H. Thomas, secretary of the Na- 
tional Union of Railwaymen, and 
leader of the recent strike, speaking 
at Albert ‘Hall, dwelt on the settle- 
ment of a compromise, and issued a 
statement appealing for reconciliation 
and.a burial of hard feeling.
